NEW TUNNEL FOR EXPRESS TRAINS 
After nine years of construction, the Second 
Avenue Subway in Manhattan is about to open. 
Here at the Hamptons Subway, we don’t take 
so long to do things. For example, last week we 
completed the addition of an entire new tunnel 
for the express subway train service between 
Montauk and Westhampton Beach. Giving this 
train its own tunnel greatly speeds things up, 
since until now either the local or the express 
train had to go onto a siding to let another train 
pass. No more. 

The new express train tunnel was completed 
in three hours and twelve minutes. Deep 
trenches were dug down to the Montauk 


platform and Westhampton Beach platform. 
Then, in Montauk, our new, 100,000 horsepower 
tunnel boring machine was lowered, switched 
on, turned 90 degrees so its muzzle would be 
facing Westhampton Beach, then fired off. With 
a thunderous roar that shook the earth, the 
booster rocket ignited and sent it rumbling off 
in high-speed corkscrew fashion under the earth 
beneath Amagansett and East Hampton, then 
farther on. Just three hours and change later, 
the subway boring machine, making this terrible 
racket, came to a halt underground, though 
50 yards to the north of the Westhampton Beach 
platform. Subway riders can now walk along 
a narrow underground boardwalk path from 
the main platform to a small auxiliary platform 
for the express train. The aim for the boring 
machine was slightly off. But no matter. People 
will enjoy the billboard advertising between 
the two platforms, just as soon as we get the 
lighting in this walkway tunnel installed.

leaving Hampton Bays. The K Train held up 
the AA Train behind it, and the AA Train, when 
started up a half hour later, almost collided with 
a D Train coming the other way. The D Train 
was derailed as a result and the Scoot Shuttle 
between Southampton and Bridgehampton had 
to stop on a siding with a car full of passengers 
for the duration of the day when the motorman 
found that the back end of the Scoot Shuttle was 
sticking out over the track blocking traffic. 
Fortunately, the F Train, which following a 
route through an alternate universe, arrived at 
the stations right on time to make up for this. 


SUBWAY CARD MACHINE MALFUNCTION

Below we recap two of the biggest stories to 
grace the Hamptons Police Blotter in 2016 


PHONELESS MAN IN SAG HARBOR 
An officer with the Hamptons Police Department 
reported the surveillance of a Sag Harbor man 
exhibiting suspicious behavior. According to 
the officer, the man was walking by himself on 
Hampton Street, proceeded onto Washington 
Street and from there to Main Street. Once on 
Main Street, the man continued to walk in the 
direction of the Long Wharf. The mysterious 
man didn’t appear to be in communication with 
anyone, nor was he observed to make an effort 
to communicate with anyone. 

“At no time during this five-minute period 
that our officer was observing him, did the man 
pull a phone out of his pocket to look at it,” 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch says, 
revealing a smartphone video the officer filmed 
of the man. “He was not wearing a Bluetooth 
device on his head and talking into it. In fact, he 
didn’t seem to even have a phone on him. And 
worse yet, he seemed happy about it.” 

The man made no attempt to disguise 
the fact that he was without a means of 
telecommunication, but his fellow pedestrians, 
who were either talking on a phone or absorbed 


‘in looking at their phones, failed to notice the 


sinister phone-less man. Unfortunately, the 
officer following the man stopped to take a call 
and lost track of the suspect. 

“Because we lost him, at this point we have 
more questions about this guy than answers,” 
Hirsch says. The Hamptons Police Department 
is asking the public to report any evidence of 
phone-lessness in their neighborhoods. 


THREE BREAK CASUAL FRIDAY LAWS 

The Hamptons Police Department apprehended 
three suspects last Friday in Sag Harbor 
and charged them with excessive formality in 
their mode of dress under the village’s Casual 
Fridays statute. 

“These guys were dressed to the nines,” 
says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“Dress shirts, ties, pressed slacks, loafers and — 
even blazers. It looked like they stepped out of 
a Brooks Brothers catalog.” 

The Casual Fridays statute—which Sag 
Harbor adopted in 2011 to, in the words of 
“enforce a beachy, summery vibe” 
on its streets—forbids the public wearing of 
attire considered to be of a formal or business 
character within village limits on Fridays. 


‘Among the items forbidden by the law are dress 


shirts, ties, pressed slacks, loafers and blazers. 

“These guys were five time losers,” Hirsch 
says, noting that each article of off-limits clothing 
worn constitutes a separate violation. “With five 


_ violations each, they’re looking at some pretty 


steep fines and possible jail time.” &

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Fire 


Its Downtown Core Burned, Sag Harbor Looks Ahead

TW" his week-before-Christmas started out so 
4 beautifully for the eastern end of Long Island. 
In a sudden outpouring of good cheer, many 
public works moved wonderfully forward. In 
Montauk, the Army Corps of Engineers patched 
up the breach in the oceanfront dune project 
protecting downtown. In Bridgehampton, the 
citizens there approved a $24.7 million bond 
issue to expand the Bridgehampton School, 
a remarkable thing considering the school 
building had not been expanded since it was 
built in 1930. What a gift to the students. 
East Hampton was voting to approve a plan 
to develop the Mill Cottage at 36 James 
Lane, recently purchased by that Village, as a 
museum for fine art from the 19th century. This 
completes a remarkable assemblage of historic 
structures in the very center of town extending 
down Main Street an entire mile from Hook Mill 
to the Thomas Moran House, adjacent to Woods 
Lane. Finally came the news that the Trustees in 
Sag Harbor had approved a preliminary plan to 
create lighting, a boardwalk and a railing up and 
down historic Long Wharf. 

All of this, it seemed to me, -was extraordinary 
to have happened in the same week. oe 


But then, to cap off the week, there occurred 
one of the worst imaginable things to ever 
happen to the eastern end of Long Island. 

Just before dawn on Friday morning, a fire on 
Main Street in Sag Harbor grew out of control 
and into a terrible conflagration that tore the 
heart out of the business district, ultimately 
destroying six businesses including the lobby 
to the iconic Sag Harbor Cinema and its facade. 
The roof collapsed into the lobby and it’s 
entirely gone, but the theater’s auditorium 
is still standing, though damaged by smoke 
and water. Also damaged were the real estate 
office for Brown Harris Stevens, the clothing 
store Matta, the consignment shop Collette, 
Henry Lehr, SagTown Coffee, the Corner Closet, 
the Richard J. Demato Fine Arts Gallery with 
paintings burned up that could, some said, 
be worth in the millions, and the real estate 
office for Compass. (Brown Harris Stevens and 
Henry Lehr have already relocated within the 
village.) The brick and clapboard facades of 
the buildings, including the theater, remained, 
however, and continued to stand, at least while 
the firemen did their work. 

A village police officer called in the fire 
around 6:30 a.m. after smelling smoke, while 
stopping at SagTown Coffee. The temperature 


at that time was 17°, and the winds were gusting 
at more than 28 miles per hour. In that wind, 
the fire quickly spread to the adjacent theater 
and stores, and more than 300 firefighters 
from 20 different departments were on the 
scene, fighting desperately to contain this fire 
which, with those high winds, was feared might 
consume the entire town. 

Among the equipment used were four cherry- 
picker platforms rising to 80 feet to permit 
firemen to spray water onto the flames from 
above on that bitter cold morning. A special 
white foam was directed onto adjacent buildings 
to contain the fire. The fire raged on, sending 
flames and smoke high into the sky, and it 
wasn’t until noon that the fire was considered 
under control, pending walks through the 
debris by firemen to see that it was done. 

There were no casualties, and those living in 
apartments upstairs successfully evacuated, 
but one resident, asleep, had to be rousted 
out of his bed above Compass Real Estate and 
rushed off to safety. Needless to say, nearly 
the entire length of Main Street was shut down 
on what should have been one of the biggest 
shopping days of the year. Much of Main Street 
remained shut for the rest of the day, even

Hoaxes, Fake News, Documentaries and Wild Exaggerations 


BY DAN RATTINER 


s a result of the recent election, I have 

begun to question whether writing hoaxes 
for this newspaper is a good thing to be doing. 
“Fake news” sites on the internet, read by 
millions of people during the Presidential 
election, told vicious lies as truth, and because 
the setting in which they were presented— 
news desks at “television stations,” videos on 
YouTube, Facebook, Twitter, documentaries 
and other “legitimate” sources—caused many 
people to fall for what was being said. 

It can be argued that Trump would have lost 
the election if these “news” stories had not 
presented “proof” that Hillary was a murderer, 
or that she had given classified information 
to our enemies not by accident but willingly, 
and had been linked to a child sex-trafficking 
operation at the Comet Ping Pong Pizza 
restaurant in downtown Washington. You will 
recall that a supposedly well-meaning North 
Carolina man drove up to that place with an 
AR-15 assault rifle and fired a few shots, without 
hurting anybody, in his effort to help rescue 
the children. (He failed—since there was no 
criminal activity whatsoever going on there.) 

Thinking about this in relation to all 
the hoaxes I have run over 56 years I’ve 
edited this paper, | think there is a difference 
between what I do and what Trump’s people— 
and to a much lesser extent, Hillary’s—did in 
this last election. 

Writing about the proposed motorman’s 


union strike in the Hamptons Subway (there is 
no Hamptons Subway) is a harmless hoax. The 
idea of a subway system might get a few people 
looking for the entrances, but others set them 
straight soon enough. With all the traffic in the 
Hamptons, that we SHOULD have a subway 
system is sort of the point. 

In an upcoming issue you can read about 
the richest man in the Hamptons. Nobody’s 
heard of him. He is a wealthy Lebanese man 
named Limited Liability and his name is on the 
deeds (as LLC) of about 40% of all real estate in 
the Hamptons. ; 

But this is a long way from crying fire in a 
crowded theater, where, in the panic, people 
are trampled to death. Creating believable, 
horrible, totally made-up news to dramatically 
alter the political landscape of the country 
is crying fire in a crowded theater. There is 
absolutely no doubt of it. 

Truth is, since the founding of this country, 
politicians have lied to the general public to get 
elected. Even Thomas Jefferson lied over and 
over. His nemesis was Alexander Hamilton, the 
Secretary of State, who was organizing a banking 
system modeled on the British template. His 
template worked then, and it works today. But 
Jefferson publicly declared that Hamilton and 


the Federalists were secretly working with the 


King of England to bring America back under 
the British heel. There was no truth to it. 
But people believed Jefferson. People elected 
him. And Hamilton, by all accounts, became 
suspicious and overly emotional. 


Supposedly, we are a people who vote for 
the candidate who has the best plan for 
the future. And fact-checkers today ferret 
out the truth of what candidates say. Thirty 
percent of the time, Hillary Clinton lied. 
But Donald Trump lied 80% of the time. | 
say that when you are dealing with crying 
fire in a crowded theater, even one scream is 
too much. 

Attempts to make “fake news” illegal are 
probably going nowhere. Indeed, I believe the 
Democrats are now gearing themselves up to 
present identical amounts of “fake news” in the 
next election cycle as the Trump people did in 
this one. 

What’s needed, I think, is a national effort—as 
was done with cigarette smoking—to inform 
people how to spot telltale fake news in the 
media in order to be able to see it for what it 
is. Perhaps a disclaimer on fake news videos 
would have to be required. Perhaps a public 
service TV ad campaign would wake everyone 
up. CNN69 is not CNN. 

When | started writing hoaxes, my point 
was to entertain, not create chaos. It’s still 
intended that way. It is also to suggest 
to readers that they remain skeptical about 
what they read in the papers or see on 
the internet. 

Now the media is everywhere, all the 
time, even on your phone, and people have 
given up on valuing the truth. Doing this will 
destroy democracy.

The Battle of the Sexes tennis match was 
played before a sold-out crowd in the Houston 
Astrodome and seen by an estimated 90 million 
viewers worldwide. The buildup to the match made 
it a cultural spectacle that captivated millions in the 
midst of the second wave of feminism. In what was 
seen as a major upset, King defeated Riggs in straight 
sets. While the movie centers around the match, it 
also details the struggles faced by both players off 
the court. 

Doug Dean, the seasoned tennis pro at The Ocean 
Resort at Bath and Tennis in Westhampton Beach, 
was brought in by Lornie Kuhle, who was on the 
bench supporting Riggs’ during The Battle of the 
Sexes, to help train Carell for the part. 

Dean says he and Kuhle “went to Steve Carell’s 
house every day for about five weeks or so” to 
get him ready to portray Riggs. Tasks included 
acquainting Carell with an antiquated wooden racket 
and getting him to play like Riggs out on the court. 


“Steve never really played tennis, but he’s a good 
athlete,” Dean says, “we got him hitting the ball 
just like Bobby.” 

Dean began his teaching career as an assistant 
tennis pro at MGM Grand Las Vegas before being 
recruited to be the head tennis pro at Dunes Hotel, 
where the Bellagio is today, by Bobby Riggs, who 
was the Director of Tennis at the Dunes. Dean even 
shared an apartment with Riggs at times. 

Riggs was a master promoter, and Dean says that 
it may have done him in when it came time for him 
to play King. 

“He spent the weeks leading up to 
the match doing endless interviews 
and promoting the match,” Dean 
says. “The one thing he didn’t do was 
practice! For the biggest match of 
his life, he was unprepared. And that 
was uncharacteristic of him. He had 
played Margaret Court, No. 1 ranked 
woman in the world on _ national 
television and he beat her 6-2, 6-1. He 
won that match so easily that I think 
he felt he couldn’t lose to Billie Jean 
King. He underestimated her. I don’t 
think he intended not to practice, | 
just think he was having too much 
fun flying all over the map promoting 
the match.” ; 

After 20 years at Bath and Tennis, ™ 
Dean is still an active teacher. At 67 


he says Bath and Tennis’s clay courts on the ocean 
are what enables him to continue teaching. 

“The clay is what allows me to work, I love the 
surface,” he says. “There’s seven or eight times 
less pressure on your joints than cement. Tennis 
is the only sport where you play on a highway, 
it’s ridiculous. If you’re over 45 years old, clay is 
where it’s at.” 

Dean’s lessons are aimed at helping the 
club player. “Hardly a lesson goes by where | 
don’t teach something that I learned from 
Bobby Riggs,” he says. “He was my mentor, and in 
my opinion, he’s one of the most 
underrated players of all time.” 

When asked to impart his finest 
tennis wisdom, Dean kept it simple: 
“Keep the ball in play.” 

This takes after Bobby Riggs’ 
defensive style, which Dean says 
is the ideal mentality for club 
tennis players. 

“Don’t try to do too much,” Dean 
says. “It’s fun to hit it hard, but it’s 
more fun to win the match. Make 
your opponent beat you, don’t beat 
yourself. You will always score more 
= points on your opponent’s mistakes 
than your own great shots.”

East End Comedian Joy Behar found a buyer for 
her East Hampton home, which was placed on the 
market in March for $3.8 million and was lowered 
to $3.45 million. The two-story house includes 
5 bedrooms, 4.5 bathrooms, marble countertops and 
stainless steel kitchen fixtures. It’s built around a 
marvelous great room, crowned by a high, vaulted 
cathedral ceiling complete with skylights that let 
in plenty of natural light. Resting on 0.78 acres, the 
summer pad also has a heated gunite pool, multiple 
terraces and an outdoor fireplace.

Talk about determination. Richard Gere finally

Strongheart Manor, in 2016, after nearly three 
years on the market—to none other than Matt 
Lauer, who owns several properties on the East End, 
including his 40-acre horse farm in Water Mill, Bright 
Side Farm. 

Strongheart Manor sits on 6.3 acres of waterfront 
property, houses 12 bedrooms and 12 bathrooms in 
a main house and two guesthouses on Actors Colony 
Road. The property also has 300 feet of direct bay 
frontage and a 240-foot deep-water dock. The main 
house offers a gym, basketball court, screened-in 
porch extending the length of the house, a 60-foot 
pool overlooking Peconic Bay and a private pond 
with a teahouse on a center island.
